. civil life "jpees to wsrrender **•» iS&ht of 


self-defense; or else it should be explicitly" 
stated that, Because of the fact that it i? 
now impossible for either party to take 
any action infringing the honor, independ- 
ence and integrity of the other, we're willing 
to arbitrate all o.westlon»." 


Illustrating his point further by specific 


illustrations, Mr. Roosevelt, referring to the 
recent killing of Americans by Mexicans en- 
gaged in battle, 011 the'other side of the 
borders says: 


"In this case Tie have chosen to submit to 


such invasions, as 1* our right and privilege 
If we so desire, bat U would be absolutely 
Intolerable to bind ourselves to arbitrate the 
questions, raised by such; invasions. 


"If, for instance, instead of being Mexican 


troops firing into Our inland towns and kill- 
ing our citizens, It happened to be an Eng- 
lish or a German or a Japanese fleet Which, 
not once but again and »c«»tn. fired into our 
coast towns, killing and wounding citizens, 
this nation would immediately demand, not 
arbitration, but either atonement or war. 


'In the same way, if a dispute arose be- 


- tween us and another nation as to whether 


•we should receive enormous masses of Im- 
migrants whom we did not desire from that 
ration, no one who knows anything of the 
temper of the American people would dream 
•yiat they would for one moment consent to 
arbitrate the wetter, -in. -such a- Cose -we 
•would say that aur honor, our independ- 
ence, or integrity and our very national 
existence were involved and that -we could 
not submit .such- & question .to arbitration:" 


In this, as in many other things, Mr. 


Roosevelt reveals characteristic contrariety. 
He favors arbitration as a general proposi- 
tion; he is heartily in accord witlf every 
proposal to refer to an arbitral body ques- 
tions obviously of such nature that trj go "to 
war over them would, in the light of present 
day thought, be absurd; but he does not 
favor the '-universal1' arbitration which 
would compel deference by great and 
powerful nations to a court having no. 
power save that vested in it by the con- 
tracting nations, when that curious thing 
known as "national honor'' was involved. 


In plain language,.he is a dyed-in-the- 


wool apostle of the "bier stick" and the only 
way he could ever be converted into a

INCREASED FRUIT YIELD. 


THE remarkable growth of the fruit 


industry, as iho\vn by recently published 
figures, 
suggests ' interesting relictions. 


^People who are bTrtf young catfrecall the 
tiirie when fres>h fruits out of season were so 
scarce" that only invalids and the wealthy 
Gould afford them; and then the quality wa.s 
Inferior. 
That was before California be- 


gan producing' tropical fruits on a large 
scale,' Everything of the .so.rt came from 
the Indies, Central America or southern 
Europe, and with the imp&fect metliotis of 
refrigeration in .use it was necessary to 
harvest "the crop while the-fruit was'yet 
gr,een,. Consequently the artificially rip-, 
enect fruit was lacking in flavor an'd keep*' 
tog'qualified 
. 
' • 


, American fruit exports increased in 


value from $8,279,213 in i$Qi to $23,- 
023,586 in I9io,~a gain of about ISO per 
cent. Fruit and nut imports increased in 
the same period from $20,000,000 to $44,- 
000,oo'o, while the imports of bananas 
alone jumped from $6,$47rOOQ to $12,- 
433,000. Fruits which a few years ago 
were irrseason only two or three months in 
the year now come to the table in perfect 
condition the year round. This is due most- 
ly to the development of better methods of 
refrigeration during shipment 
The fruit 


grower, whether in' Dekware, Florida, 
Colorado, California or Oregon, can now 
get his crop to market speedily and ,in the 
best of condition. 
Thus extensive new 


fruit-growing districts have been created, 
making fortunes for the owners almost in a 
season and Padding hundreds of millions to 
the wealth of the states. 


Incidentally, the national dietary has 


been changed. 
We eat .more fruit and 


probably less meat, with consequent bene- 
fit to health* Prices have been reduced so 
that the poorest can afford to enjoy a 
variety of food which a few years ago was 
beyond their reach. With this steady de- 
mand assured there is little danger of over- 
production, even .with the present rapid ex- 
tension of the industry in the West,
